When did the New London school 


explosion occur? It was sometime in 
March, 1937, but can you tell me the 
exact date? Also, how many students 
were killed in the awful explosion? 


Next Saturday, March 19th, will 


mark the 40th anniversary of the 
tragedy you mention. 


According to the March 19, 1937, 


Daily Sun, which carried stories about 
the disaster filling almost the entire 
front page, 455 people were killed by the 
blast. 


In addition to the deaths, 94 people 


were injured, eight were listed as 
missing, and three could not be iden- 
tified. 


The apparent cause of the explosion 


was the conversion of the $1 million 
school building's heating unit from a 
boiler system to a gas steam system. 


The gas was ignited after it had ac- 


cumulated inside a hollow tile wall of 
the school, according to news accounts. 
The explosion completely leveled the 
building. 


A 15-year-old survivor of the blast 


told a court of inquiry that the explosion 
appeared to occur the exact instant his 
teacher turned on a light switch, 
prompting investigators at the time to 
theorize the spark had ignited trapped 
gas. 


When a person is over 73-years-old, 


self-employed, and can make as much 
money as they want to, do they still 
have to file a federal income tax 
return? 


In most cases you do, according to a 


spokeswoman for the Internal Revenue 
Service in Dallas. Although persons 
over the age of 72 may earn any amount 
without affecting their social security 
status, the spokeswoman said, they 
must still file a return in most in- 
stances. 


Specifically, any person who is self- 


employed and makes $400 or more net 
income from that business must file a 
Form 1040, a Schedule C (profit & loss) 
form, and a Schedule SE form. 


If a person is self employed, 65-years 


of age or older, and single, and the 
business grosses $3,200 or more, then he 
or she must also file those forms 
regardless of the net profit. 


If a person is married and one of the 


couple is over 65 and the other isn't, 
then the forms must be filed if the 
business grosses $4,350 or more. If both 
are over 65, and the business grosses 
$5,100 or more, then the forms must be 
filed with the IRS. (Remember, 
anytime net profit tops $400, you must 
file.) 


It all sounds complicated because it 


is. If you have specific questions about 
your circumstances, contact the Dallas 
IRS office at 742-2440 and they will try 
and answer further questions.

School officials here expect the report from 


a U.S. Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare investigation into three major areas 
of local school operation by the end of the 
week. 


School Supt. Mark Culwell said three in- 


vestigators from HEW spent three days last 
week collecting data and information to be 
used in forming a government opinion on the 
discipline practices, hiring practices, and 
"ability grouping" procedures used by the 
local district. 


"Before the week's over, I expect we'll 


have the report," Culwell said 
today. 


"Beyond that, I have no indication at all of 
what we might expect from this." 


The district's Emergency School Aid Act 


proposal is in limbo until results of the in- 
vestigation are announced, Culwell said. 
Because of that, HEW is expected to complete 
the findings quickly. 


The trio of fact finders concentrated their 


efforts primarily at the district's two middle 
schools and at the high school campus, 
Culwell said. Records of disciplinary actions 
and hiring records were examined for the 
report, as was the district's procedures in 
ability phasing. 


The team which made the on-site in- 


vestigation is not the team which will make 
the report, Culwell explained. That decision, 
which will be based on the findings, is to be 
made by other HEW officials.

He 
was found Tuesday face down 
and semi-conscious on a road 
outside the base by a California 
game warden. 


In a Tuesday morning phone 


call to his parents, Patterson 
told them he had been abducted 
on Feb. 28 and held hostage for 
a week in a bathroom. He said 
he had been fed only "bread and 
water." 


During his week-long ab- 


sence, military authorities at 
Ft. Ord received a letter that 
demanded the U.S. admit its 
involvement in the Vietnam war 
was wrong in exchange for 
Patterson.

Walker links college debt 


to more students

Navarro College and other Texas junior 


colleges have their hands tied by a state law 
which prohibits any limitations on enrollment 
and a Legislature which in the past has 
slighted such colleges of promised con- 
tingency payments, according to Navarro 
president Ken Walker. 


Speaking of his testimony last Wednesday 


before a House sub-committee, Dr. Walker 
said that Navarro has assumed a $260,000 
debt based on promises by the legislature of 
contingency funding based on actual students 
taught at the college. 


Navairo's enrollment has jumped 126 per- 


cent in less than two years, requiring ad- 
ditional faculty members, more student 
housing, and an increase in fixed costs. Yet, 
last year, Navarro was paid only $60,841 of the 
$182,051 actually earned according to the 
state's formula. 


Dr. Walker said the college's budget was 


based on the formula decided by the state, 
and that loans such as the $260,000 one-year 
note mentioned 
in his testimony were 


scheduled to be repaid with the contingency 
money. 


IF THAT MONEY this year does not 


become available, he said, then the college 
will have to forego other needs and programs 
to repay the loan. 


"This was a planned indebtedness, figured 


into the budget," Dr. Walker said of the loan. 
"It's like an individual borrowing money to 
buy a house or a new car. But, like that same 
individual who plans on certain income with 
which to repay his loan, we planned on 
receiving the money the state has promised 
us." 


Walker's appeal was one of many the 


subcommittee heard concerning the con- 
tingency funding for community and junior 
colleges. Other district's, although few have 
experienced the kind of enrollment increase 
seen at Navarro, have also budgeted ex- 
pecting to received the promised funding.

Navarro's total income from local property 


taxes is about $400,000 a year. None of that 
money, by law, may be used for salaries. All 
local tax money goes for retirement of bonded 
indebtedness or for operation and main- 
tenance of the local facility. 


MONEY FOR ADMINISTRATIVE and 


faculty salaries must come from the state and 
from tuition income. 


To compound the problem, Navarro's 


enrollment has continued to spiral upward, 
with the college posting another 12 per cent 
gain for the current semester over the 
previous semester. That alone required the 
hiring of three new faculty members. 


Regulations of the Texas College and 


University System's Coordinating Board 
prohibit community and junior colleges from 
restricting enrollment by requiring entrance 
exams or other means of qualifying for ad- 
mittance to the school. 


The regulation, in part, reads: "First, 


admission to appropriate curricula in the 
community junior college should be per- 
mitted to all who can profit from the in- 


struction offered. The purpose of this "Open 
door" admissions system is to assure that 
every person is provided an opportunity in 
education to succeed or fail through his own 
efforts." 


EVEN A HIGH SCHOOL DIPLOMA is not 


required in some areas, Dr. Walker said, if 
the student could benefit from attending the 
classes. 


Like everyone else, the college faces in- 


creasing fixed costs, with utility bills alone 
expected to hit $180,000 for the year. 


Forty per cent of the local tax revenue by 


law must be used to retire bonded in- 
debtedness, leaving the college with about 
$240,000 for maintenance and operation of the 
campus. Subtracting the utility costs from 
that figure leaves $60,000 for a year's worth of 
maintenance, repairs, and operation of the 
physical plant. 


"I am committed to a 'no new taxes' 


position as far as local taxes go," Dr. Walker 
noted. "I said when I came here three years 
ago that I would never recommend a tax 
increase, and I intend to keep that com- 
mitment." 


Because of that he said, unexpected ex- 


penses, such as the replacement of $15,000 
worth of air conditioning equipment which 
just failed last week, keeps the college in need 
of all the money promised them by the state. 


"WE HAVE MORE THAN DOUBLE the 


number of students now that we had when I 
came," he said. "We have added some 20 new 
programs, are administering 10 special grant 
programs, all 
with 
fewer 
general ad- 


ministrators than we had when I got there." 


But moves to economize, such as cancelling 


the least popular courses and limiting the 
number of administrators, may not be enough 
in the future if the state fails to pay the con- 
tingency funds according to its own schedule, 
he said. 


"What it boils down to is, that we're 


depending on the state legislature to keep its 
word and pay us what itsaid it would pay us," 
he said. "We have never doubted that it would 
live up to its word in that regard, because 
historically, the Legislature has been fair in 
meeting its obligation to the junior colleges in 
Texas." 


A part of that optimism, at least, is also 


based on the fact that an emergency bill 
already passed by the House and now being 
considered by the Senate would pump another 
$8 million into the contingency fund for 
distribution to Texas community and junior 
colleges. 


SPONSORED BY REP. FRANK GASTON 


of Dallas, the legislation takes $8 million in 
surplus federal funds now held by the Texas 
Education Agency for the junior colleges. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe has said he will sign the 
bill when approved by the Senate. 


"This year, with enrollment up again, we 


have already earned $565,000 which we are 
supposed to be paid by August 1," Dr. Walker 
said. "I think they will pay us. Right now, 1 
am very comfortable about the matter." 


To date, the College has borrowed $550,000 


in short term loans. College trustees in 
February 1976, authorized the administration 
to borrow up to $650,000 in that manner, Dr. 
Walker said. 


Total bonded indebtedness for Navarro is 


$2.57 million. The last bonds issued by the 
college came in 1967.

The Forward Planning Committee of the 


Chamber of Commerce met Tuesday to 
continue long range planning of the Cham- 
ber's future role in the community. 


Headed by Gene Barron, the committee is 


charged with defining the Chamber's role and 
goals in a number of target areas of concern. 


Receiving the bulk of discussion during 


yesterday's session 
was the 
Chamber's 


relationship with other organizations, in- 
cluding the annual event. 


AT ISSUE WAS whether the Chamber 


should provide administrative services to 
such organizations at no charge, or whether 
such organizations should be asked to help 
defray cost of such services. 


The committee noted that, while costs rise 


from inflation and with the addition of each 
new organization, income from membership 
in the chamber remains at a fixed level. 


Speaking of organizations such as the In- 


dustrial Foundation and the Navarro County 
Youth Exposition, the question at hand was 
whether such organizations, when they reach 
a position to do so, should be asked to con- 


tribute to the cost of administering those 
functions. 


"I think these should be centered at the 


Chamber," Emory Ferguson, president of the 
Industrial Foundation said, "but there is a 
limit to what the Chamber can do. We should 
look at the budgeting and keep in mind the 
various costs involved. I think the Industrial 
Foundation should pay the Chamber some 
money for the work that's done here, and 
maybe the Youth Exposition and whatever is 
finally decided on (to administer) the annual 
event." 


THE COMMITTEE DECIDED that there 


are two types of organizations to be con- 
sidered, being divided as bodies originated by 
the 
Chamber 
and 
as 
civic-oriented 


organizations which approach the Chamber 
for support. 


Saying the Chamber should act "as a 


catalyst of the community," Rex Carpenter 
said one role the Chamber might consider 
was helping such organizations get started 
with the idea that these would eventually 
become "at least partially self-sufficient." 


Mrs. Art Keeney suggested to the group 


that each organization seeking aid from the 


Chamber be examined to see whether or not it 
is able to contribute to its own support. Doing 
so, she said, would keep such organizations 
affiliated with the Chamber and keep the 
Chamber as an "umbrella organization" in 
relation to outside bodies. 


THE GROUP ALSO discussed possible 


guidelines for the Legislative Involvement 
Committee, which will be examining pending 
local, state, and federal legislation and 
recommending to the Chamber's executive 
committee 
a stated position 
on such 


legislation for the Chamber to make. 


Noting that the Chamber represented the 


business and professional interests in the 
community, and not the entire community, 
the committee discussed possible criteria for 
taking a position on specific business oriented 
legislation. 


Carpenter suggested drawing up an interim 


procedure to use for the remainder of this 
year, while working on a permanent policy to 
use in the future. 


"WE COULD ESTABLISH a long range 


policy in three to six general areas so we 
would know when specific legislation needs 


the Chamber to take a stand," Carpenter 
said. 


Chamber president Art Keeney said he 


hoped any policy adopted would encourage all 
members of the Chamber to have imput into 
the Legislative Committee, but also said the 
recommendations of that committee should 
be centered on issues, not candidates. 


"I believe the Chamber can take a stand on 


the issues," he said, "but I don't think we 
should ever take a stand on people. Perhaps 
our policy should state that, so that no one will 
think the Chamber is setting itself up to en- 
dorse candidates." 


A part of the concern was in establishing a 


system of "checks and balances" to limit 
what the Chamber would and would not take a 
formal position on. 


KEENEY SAID HE felt the biggest check 


would remain the judgement of the Executive 
Committee. 


The Forward Planning Committee will 


continue discussions on those and other policy 
recommendations, 
with the final recom- 


mendations due to be presented to the 
Chamber board in June.

Sheriff Jerry Shelton asked 


county commissioners Tuesday 
to approve acquiring a new high 
speed 
video-display 
and 


teletype communication system 
to replace the present paper 
teletype system in use. 


Initial costs, according to 


Shelton, would be $10,307 of 
which the county would only 
pay $1,546. The remaining $8,761 
which would be paid out of a 
grant from the Law Enfor- 
cement 
Administration's 


Criminal 
Justice 
Division 


through 
the 
North 
Central 


Texas Council of Governments. 


According to the summary of 


costs submitted by the sheriff 
the county will have to pay 
$1,327 of the total $8,847 for the 
system and $189 of the initial 
one year maintenance cost of 
$1,260. 


OTHER 
COSTS 
THAT 


Shelton estimates the system 
will entail included $600 for line 
mileage (charges for time on 
computer) and $500 for supplies 
like ribbons and paper. 


Commissioners 
tabled 
the 


measure until later on in the 
week when a special meeting 
will be called to decide if the 
county wants to get the new 
system. The need for a special 
meeting 
was decided 
after 


Shelton told the commissioners 
that the deadline for getting in 
on the grant was April 1. 


Shelton explained to the court 


that the present system was 
being "phased out" and if the 
county did not get the new 
system his office would not be 
able to communicate with other 


law enforcement agencies or be 
able to retrieve information 
from the national and state 
crime information centers. 


HE 
ADDED THAT 
Ellis 


County has had 
the video 


display system for three years. 
Commissioner Billy Hargrove 
asked if the sheriff's office was 
still able to communicate with 
the Ellis County people. 


He said yes at this time, but 


that soon when the entire paper 
system was phased out they 
would be cut off from other law 
enforcement people. 


Hargrove asked if it was 


necessary for the Sheriff to go 
with the system this year or if 
the item could be added to the 
sheriff's 1978 budget. 


Shelton said 
he seriously 


doubted if a grant would be 
available next year. The first 
grant offer, he said, was made 
three years ago, and he didn't 
expect a third one to be made. 


Commissioner 
R.J. 
Hen- 


derson asked if he could still 
communicate with Ellis county 
now, when they had the new 
system, what made it necessary 
for Shelton to go this year. 


"Because when they phase 


out the old system we won't be 
able to "interphase" our system 
with it," Shelton said. 


"THEY" IS BELL Telephone 


from which the system would be 
leased. Shelton said the new 
system is "a whole lot better." 
A whole lot better, according to 
Shelton, is the capability of 
retrieving information from the 
crime information centers in 
seconds rather than in eight to 
10 minutes that it now takes. 


He said the biggest saving 


would come in the cost of paper. 
Presently he says the county 
pays $1,000 a month for the rolls 
of paper that go with 
the 


teletype. He said the high usage 
was caused by the way the 
system sends messages. 


"Right now we get 
any 


message they send over. It's 
printed out, whether we asked 
for it or not. With the new 
system only the information we 
request, if we want it, is printed 
out," he said. 


The new system contains a 


video display terminal where 
messages 
are 
flashed 
on 


television type screen as they 
are requested. If the sheriff's 
office wishes a printed copy of 
the message, officers 
would 


have to push a button to activate 
the print out. 


IN OTHER ACTION the court 


approved a budget amendment 
for 
Shelton. 
The 
sheriff 


requested a $600 increase to his 
out-of-county travel money. A 
total of $500 was budgeted 
originally for the sheriff's out- 
of-county expenses. Shelton told 
the 
commissioners 
he 
has 


already used half of that money 
this year. 


Commissioner 
Hargrove 


asked if there was a way 
Shelton could regulate his out of 
county travel. 


"No, I don't think so," Shelton 


said. "We don't know what kind 
of crimes to expect. If the DA 
says go to Mississippi to pick up 
a prisoner, then we gotta go." 


Shelton estimated that out of 


county travel expenses for the 
rest of the year would average 
$100 a month. 


told the commission that he had 
attended the P&Z session in- 
volving the Bates property, and 
that the P&Z board admitted to 
having made a mistake in 
approving the first duplex area 
on the street. 


The 
planning 
board 
had 


decided that one mistake should 
not lead to two, Norris said, and 
for that reason voted against 
the Bates' request and a similar 
one by Walter Erwin.

so, but because of their age, are 
enrolled in school. 


Some of these students don't 


know any letters or how to 
articulate sounds," she said. 


"In the articulation class, I 


work with students who have 
specific articulation problems," 
she said. 


Mrs. 
Wilson 
cited 
the 


example of a child who says 
"wabbit" instead of "rabbit." 
She 
explains 
that 
many 


students misarticulate sounds 
because they have learned them 
wrong. 


"If a child does not learn to 


communicate, 
he 
is 
han- 


dicapped the rest of his life," 
she said. 


She notes that many parents 


are 
not aware 
that 
their 


children have speech problems. 


She explains that the program 


is free and that parents should 
refer 
their 
children 
to 
a 


therapist if they fear there is a 
speech problem. 


To help solve her students' 


speech problems, Mrs. Wilson 
uses teacher made games she 
devises, 
tape 
recordings, 


listening equipment, and other 
developmental 
learning 


materials.

Navarro Mills got its name, and life, from flour mill

Navarro Mills, located bet- 


ween Dresden and Spring Hill, 
was settled for several reasons. 


Being near Dresden (which 


was settled in 1841) and Spring 
Hill (settled in 1838) was one 
reason. The first flour mill in 
Navarro County, located on 
seven acres near the present 
Navarro Mills Baptist Church, 
was probably 
the 
greatest 


reason for early settlement. 


People would come 
from 


miles around to bring their 
grain and sometimes wait a 
week to get their flour. Settlers 
would often remark about going 
to the Navarro Mill: thus the 
name Navarro Mills became 
the permanent name for the 
community. 


THE NAVARRO MILLS flour 


mill is described in book 46, 
page 341, of the Handbook of 
Texas, and notes that the power 
to operate the mill came from 
the Treadwell Branch. Some 
pioneers called this branch 
Rock Creek because of the 
rocks that lined the bottom. 


A gin was also located near 


this creek operated by a Mr. A. 
Fox. A saloon was operated by 
Mr. Irvington and there was 
also a blacksmith shop and 
general store on this site. 


Mrs. Carl Sheppard said her 


father 
(M.C. Shuttles worth) 


would buy flour in barrels, 
enough to last a year. Mrs. 
Sheppard 
lived at 
Brushie 


Prairie near Navarro Mills all 
her life until moving to Cor- 
sicana in 1962. 


Mrs. Sheppard recalled her 


father taking wagons filled with 
wheat to Hillsboro in 1919. 
Several elderly people (who 
have lived around 
Navarro 


Mills) recall cornbread being a 
daily part of the meals and 
biscuits or yeast bread would be 
served on Sundays. 


WE CAN ONLY assume the 


flour mill closed because of the 
obvious reasons — it became a 
poor business risk and there 
were 
more 
sophisticated 


methods of obtaining flour. 


In 1867, property of R.A. 


Younger, later known as the 
Navarro Mill, was sold to John 
Summers 
and 
sons. 
Mr. 


Summers owned the mill until 
1876 when it was sold to T.J. 
Summers. The owners of the 
Navarro Mill subsequent to the 
founder included Ann Grant, 
Maggie F. Doolen, J.M. Doolen, 
Mattie E. Hammonds, 
J.T. 


Hammons, W.C. French, and 
F.A. Grant. The Navarro Mill 
ceased to operate around 1881. 


Navarro Mills was settled 


around 1860. The first settler 
was W.C. French, born in 1821, 
who settled at Navarro Mills 
around 1859 or 1860. He was a 
mill operator and a fanner. 
During the Civil War he ranked 
as 3rd Sgt. under Burford C.O. 
He enlisted April 2, 1862, at 
Dresden. He died in 1897 and is 
buried in the Navarro Mills 
Cemetery. 


NAVARRO MILLS was never 


incorporated. To the south of 
Navarro Mills at 
Richland 


Creek, the only covered bridge 
of this county, a toll bridge, was 
built. 


On July 15,1874, a post office 


known as Navarro Mills was 
established. The postmasters 
were James M. Scales, Thomas 
J. Summers and S.C. French. 
The post office was discon- 
tinued on Sept. 29,1882, and the 
mail sent to Spring Hill. 


In 1891, there was a post office 


at Navarro Mills known as the 
Navarro Mills Post Office which 
operated until Nov. 16,1891. The 
mail was sent to Spring Hill 
after that date. 


Another 
post 
office 
was 


established in Navarro Mills in 
1900 called Bright. The Bright 
Post Office operated until Sept. 
14,1904, at which time the mail 
was sent to Purdon. 


W.W. French (son of W.C. 


French) had a telephone ex- 
change service and operated for 
a period at Navarro Mills. He 
later sold this exchange to a Mr. 
Warden of Purdon and this 
became 
the 
first telephone
